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FIRST Robotics 
competition this 
weekend at BHS 


Thousands of visitors are expected in 
Belleville this week end as the FIRST 
Robotics competition is held at Belleville 
High School. 

There are 40 teams and with their support 
crews and families they are expected to 
register on Thursday. Competition is Friday 
and Saturday in the main gymnasium, with 
the teams using the auxiliary gym for their 
pit areas. 

Sandy Ennis, DTE’s vice president of 
Diversity and Inclusion, will speak at the 
event at 9 a.m. Saturday. DTE is one of the 
sponsors of the event. 

The public is invited to view the 
competition without charge. Doors open 
at 8 a.m. for viewing the robots. The event 
opens at 10 a.m. Friday. 

FIRST, a national organization, stands 
for: For Inspiration and Recognition of 
Science and Technology. Its founder Dean 
Kamen said, “FIRST is more than robots. 
The robots are a vehicle for students to 
learn important life skills. Kids often 
come in not knowing what to expect — 
of the program nor of themselves. They 
leave, even after the first season, with a 
vision, with confidence, and with a sense 
that they can create their own future.” 
Kamen also is inventor of the Segway 
human transport. 

There are 24 awards listed. 
School will be in session at BHS on 
Thursday and Friday, so logistics are 
important and the mentors are taking care 
of the details. 

On March 10, the BHS robotics team 
traveled to St. Joseph, MI, to participate in 
a FIRST competition and brought home a 
gold medal. 

Last year there were nine members on 
the team and it won two rookie awards. 
This year about 20 are on the team.

Sumpter OKs Luke as Public Safety Director on 5-1 vote

“I don’t know what the hurry was,” 
Sumpter Township Treasurer Peggy 
Morgan said after the 5-1 vote that 
promoted Police Chief Eric Luke to public 
safety director at the board’s March 13 
regular meeting. 

Treasurer Morgan voted no and Trustee 
Sheena Barnes was absent. 

The three-year contract calls for Luke to 
continue with his police chief duties, but 
to oversee the fire department, as well, and 
supervise the fire chief. 

She said the first she heard of promoting 
Chief Luke to public safety director was 
the previous Friday when her board packet 
contained the proposed contract and the 
agenda item. 

Treasurer Morgan said if anyone would 
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be qualified to be public safety director, it 
would be Luke, but there was no need for 
a public safety director. She said the police 
department, including office workers, has 
fewer than 20 employees. 

At the meeting, she made a motion to 
delay the promotion until the new budget 
year, which is a few weeks away, instead of 
including it in the budget that is just ending 
and would need further amendment, but 
she got no second to her motion, so it 
failed. 

She said she wanted to discuss the 
promotion with Supervisor John Morgan 
so she could understand why they are 
doing this. 

Treasurer Morgan said later she asked the 
township Financial Director Scott Holtz if 
anyone asked him about the expenditure 
since he is in the middle of closing up the 
old budget and proposing the new one, 
which goes into effect April 1. 

Treasurer Morgan said he told her he first 
learned about it on Wednesday morning, 
the day after action was taken by the board. 
He said he was told to put $6,000 of the 


expenditure in the present budget and 
$6,000 in next year’s budget. 

Treasurer Morgan said Holtz told her he 
would have preferred to have it start with a 
new budget year. 

Treasurer Morgan said Police Chief 
Luke already did three-quarters of what his 
duties are in the new contract. 

“What was so urgent?” Treasurer Morgan 
asked. “It’s a waste of taxpayers’ money.” 

At the March 13 meeting when the 
Independent asked the board who 
recommended the promotion, Trustee Don 
LaPorte said he did. Trustee LaPorte serves 
as liaison to the police and fire departments. 
He said it had been discussed on numerous 
occasions in the past. 

He said the fire department had the 
second-largest budget in the township 
-- half a million dollars -- second only to 
the police department, and a part-time fire 
chief had to monitor it. He said the police 
department budget was overseen by a full- 
time chief. 

When the Independent asked if Luke

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was getting a raise, township attorney 
Rob Young said he was getting a $12,000 
raise. Since little information was offered 
to the residents on the promotion, the 
Independent also asked if Luke would still 
have the stipulation in his contract that 
if he didn’t want to be in charge of the 
department any longer he could revert to 
a captain’s position, and Young said that 
remained. 

A public safety department had not been 
discussed publicly at any public township 
meetings in Sumpter, recently or over the 
past 24 years the Independent has been 
covering the township. 

The contract said Luke also will get 
raises in pay the same as local members 
of the Command Officers Association of 
Michigan union. Also, he gets five weeks 
fully paid vacation a year and has use of a 
township vehicle. 

Luke became police chief on March 24, 
2016. He told the Independent with the 
$12,000 raise, his base pay now is $99,500. 

In other business at the March 13 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the hiring of Michael Lezotte, 
a Rockwood Police officer, as a full-time 
Sumpter police officer, pending physical 
and psychological exams and drug 
screening. He fills the vacancy created 
two weeks earlier when Officer Danielle 
Buccellato was fired. Lezotte grew up in 
Huron Township, graduated from Huron 
High School, went to Schoolcraft College 
and Wayne County Regional academy, and 
has been a police officer for Rockwood 
since last July; 

e Heard attorney Young recommend 
that the board deny the Step 3 Grievance 
requested from the board by former 
police officer Buccellato and “let the 
process continue.” His request was done 
orally and was not on the agenda, but the 
board voted unanimously to follow his 
recommendation; 

e Approved an updated purchasing and 
bid policy to replace the one approved 15 
years ago, as recommended by Financial 
Director Scott Holtz; 

e Approved low bidder Modern Updates 
Construction of Sumpter for repairs to 
the Parks and Recreation building at 
Graham Park with a bid of $9,800, paid 
with Wayne County grant funds. Trustee 
Don Swinson said they are redoing the 
outside of the building and $11,000 more 
in county millage money is coming. 
Supervisor Morgan told Swinson to be sure 
to thank County Commissioner Al Haidous 
because, “We don’t want to take him for 
granted”; 

e Approved the reappointment of Maria 
Beaudrie and Sheila Pederson to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals with terms to 


expire March 11, 2021; 

e Heard Deputy Supervisor Karen 
Armatis explain that the untimely loss of 
employee Sybil Buchanan necessitated a 
team effort to get the water bills out and 
“we failed.” She said the phone is ringing 
and names are being taken and she said five 
sheets of names have to be called back. She 
said people are lined up out the door every 
day with their complaints on their water 
bills. “We weren’t through with cross- 
training,” she said. Resident Mary Ban said 
Buchanan was an important employee and, 
“The proof is in the pudding”; 

e Heard Clerk Esther Hurst say the 
township is switching from Comcast 
to Verizon phone service and people 
should leave messages when they can’t 
get through. Treasurer Morgan said the 
major problems with the phones began on 
Monday and by Friday they should all be 
solved; 

e Heard Supervisor Morgan say he 
appreciates the fire department so much 
and so does his wife. The fire department 
and an ambulance was called to his home 
the previous Sunday because of a low 
blood sugar problem for Mrs. Morgan. She 
was not transported; 

e Heard more information from resident 
Ban on the problems she is having with 
the 48111 change by Van Buren Township. 
Now, her Wall Street Journal deliveries 
by mail are being delayed and when she 
called about it she was told it’s because of 
her new address in Van Buren Township. 
She said, “The mail being interfered with 
is unwarranted, unneeded.” She said she 
has talked to many officials and has been 
unable to get any help with the problems 
caused by Google not knowing she lives in 
Sumpter Township. She insists that if Van 
Buren wants to be a premiere community it 
should get its own zip code and leave 48111 
alone. She said election material will soon 
be sent out by candidates for fall elections 
and, “This has to be taken seriously”; and 

e Went into closed door session to discuss 
attorney opinion letters on the Republic 
trash pickup contract and the district library 
lease of the hexagon building across the 
street from township hall.

Township Clerk Leon Wright is not going 
to the International Institute of Municipal 
Clerks’ conference in Newport Beach, VA, 
as we reported on page three of our March 8 
paper. The conference actually is in Norfolk. 
Deputy Clerk Joanne Montgomery said she 
is not attending that conference as reported 
and it was never a consideration. 

Also, a trustee was quoted as saying 
Wright’s trip to Montreal in 2017 cost the 
township well over $2,500. Wright said it 
actually was $1,271.58, including airfare 
and hotel stay.

Belleville meets with Van Buren 
Township officials on fire department

Belleville officials met with Van Buren 
Township officials on Monday morning 
to discuss the possible take over of fire 
suppression and emergency medical service 
to the city by the township. 

At the city council’s regular meeting 
Monday evening, Mayor Kerreen Conley 
said there would be more meetings in the 
future to discuss options. 

“Our end goal is to provide the best 
service for the community,” she said. “We 
had a good dialogue for a kickoff meeting.” 

Monday’s meeting included Belleville Fire 
Chief Brian Loranger, Belleville fire fighter 
Chris Zweng, and the fire union negotiator 
for both the city and the township, as well 
as Mayor Conley, City Manager Diana 
Kollmeyer, VBT Fire Chief Amy Brow, 
VBT Public Safety Director Greg Laurain, 
VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara, VBT 
Treasurer Sharry Budd, Darwin Loyer, and 
attorneys. 

A previous recent meeting on the 
subject did not include Belleville fire 
department representatives, much to their 
consternation. Chief Loranger said another 
meeting is set for Friday. 

After a lot of fire department supporters 


attended a large meeting in Belleville on 
Dec. 4, the council decided not to pass a 
proposed intergovernmental agreement that 
was to put the city’s fire and emergency 
medical service in the hands of the township 
by Jan. 1. 

The township then took that item and a 
related item off its Dec. 5 agenda when it 
was learned the city didn’t pass its proposal. 

At the time, Mayor Conley said there 
would be meetings between the city and 
the township to work out a solution with 
consultants who knew fire protection. 

Meanwhile, the Belleville Fire Association/ 
Auxiliary sued the city and that lawsuit is in 
the discovery phase. Among other facts, it 
has been learned that the city started talking 
with the township about fire protection in 
March/April 2017 instead of August, as the 
mayor had stated. 

In other business at Monday’s 30-minute 
meeting, the city council: 

¢ Held a one-minute public hearing during 
which no public spoke on an ordinance 
to repeal Ordinance 10-05, Medical 
Marihuana Applications, Permits, and Fees 
and then repealed Ordinance 10-05. Since 
the other marijuana ordinance was repealed, 
“This one was no longer relevant,” said 
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Editorial 
It’s finally time to 
pave McBride Ave. 


A very happy Van Buren Township 
Trustee Sherry Frazier made the motion at 
Tuesday’s VBT meeting to accept the low 
bid of Florence Cement to put asphalt on 
McBride Avenue as soon as possible this 
spring. 

There are an estimated 52 working days 
for the project so the roadway should 
be done by the time fall classes start at 
McBride Middle School. 

You may recall that Frazier had been 
elected to both the school board and the 
VBT board of trustees. About a year ago, 
the school superintendent was convinced 
by school attorneys that Frazier couldn’t 
vote on the school district’s agreement with 
the township on the road paving without 
creating a huge legal problem for the 
school. 

Frazier resigned from the school board 
last May to assure McBride could be paved. 
VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara came 
to the school board meeting when Frazier 
resigned and walked her out of the meeting 
room on his arm. It was a classy moment. 

There were many bumps in the road, but 
the project now is ready to go as soon as 
paperwork is done, the weather clears up 
and the asphalt plant opens. 

The low bid cut the special assessment 
district costs for McBride property owners 
from $600 a year for five years, to $210 a 
year for five years, if all goes well. 

That means there’s money left over in the 
county grant, so three or four subdivisions 
can get their small projects done, as well. 
Moving forward in VBT!

VBT Clerk Leon Wright gave me a copy 
of the receipt he got after reimbursing the 
township for his wife’s meals that he had 
put on the township credit card last May in 
Montreal. 

Trustees Paul White and Sherry Frazier 
have been asking to see it for months after 
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they saw a hefty payment for meals during 
that conference. Wright hasn’t provided it 
to them, he said, because they were showing 
they didn’t trust him by even asking. He 
told me they are picking on him. 

Last Friday, Wright gave me a copy of 
the receipt before he left for another clerks’ 
meeting. It was for $97 for eight charges. 
Wright said it was a four-day meeting. 

VBT receipt #095860 was dated Feb. 
16, 2018. It was paid with a check from 
Committee to Elect Leon Wright with 
Wright’s home address. The receipt was 
attached to a sheet of paper that totaled 
up eight amounts totaling $97, with the 
notation “101.215.361 reimbursement 
IMC conference meals 11.15-11.17.” 

That it was paid from his campaign fund 
was different, so I asked Wright about it and 
he said, “It’s my money and I can spend it.” 

An attorney I asked about it said buying 
your wife’s meals isn’t appropriate for 
campaign expenditures unless she was 
working on the campaign at the time. One 
attorney’s opinion, but it sounds reasonable 
to me. 

According to other receipts Wright showed 
me, he paid the $137 reimbursement to 
the township on March 16, 2017 for his 
passport for the Montreal trip, also with a 
check from his campaign account. 

Wright had a handful of receipts to show 
from 2016 and 2017 because someone 
had requested them under the Freedom 
of Information Act and he had the copies 
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handy. 
Wright told me he feels he’s personally 
being attacked by people concentrating 
on his travels and spending. He said other 
township officials spend money, too. 

He attends conferences and institutes 
in order to be the best 
clerk possible for the 
township, he said, 
and the certificates 
he earns by attending 
educational sessions are 


important. 
He is a officer in the 
international clerks’ 


group and that’s why he is going to Norfolk 
soon for that conference. He also sits on 
the board of the Michigan Municipal Risk 
Management Authority (MMRMA) and 
other groups. 

It must be noted that Wright paid for his 
passport after board members questioned 
the township expenditure last year. Also, 
the reimbursement receipt he gave me was 
dated just over a month ago and he said it 
was for the Montreal trip last May. Trustee 
White has been calling for that receipt for 
many months. Is Wright being picked on?

September Days 
‘students’ join walkout 


To the editor: 

I’m really proud that some “students” in 
the Arthritis Foundation Class at Van Buren 
Senior Center walked out of our class last 
Wednesday, March 14, in solidarity with 
our teacher colleagues, students across the 
country, and our own grandchildren. The 
small group standing quietly in the hall 
of the Senior Center praised the courage 
of the students across the country, and in 
Belleville, and we also felt inspired by 
being a small part of this movement to say 
#ENOUGH to gun violence in America. 

I’m really proud that my grandchildren, 
and those of others with me, also walked 
out in support of the 17 Parkland students 
who were killed and their friends and 
fellow students across the country who 
don’t want to be gunned down in school. 
Almost 7,000 since Sandy Hook. 

My own grandchildren felt proud to be 
part of a larger and meaningful event that 
may, at long last, lead to some sensible 
gun legislation. One senior said her 
granddaughter told her that participating in 
the walkout was the most inspiring lesson 
she’d had in school. 

I take issue with the notions presented 
by Sean House in last week’s letter that 
“Schools are a place for learning, not 
protests. ... School hours are meant for the 
education of our children.” Having been 
a teacher, I can assert that class time can 
get wasted or be entirely forgettable. But, 
students who chose to participate, or not, in 
this national walkout, learned memorable 
lessons about democracy and their own 
power to participate; a most effective 
civics lesson. Many teachers at my school 
even suggested teaching ideas. 

A recent academic study of more 
than 9,000 students found that socially 
active adolescents who volunteer, vote, 
participate in activism, ultimately have 
more success in school and higher incomes 
after. (“Impacts of Adolescent and Young 
Adult Civic Engagement on Health and 
Socioeconomic Status in Adulthood,” 
Child Development, January, 2018) 

Learning happens when people are 
engaged; maybe some progress toward 
solving the gun epidemic can happen 
when our children lead the way. Enough is 
enough.

bound over to circuit 
court on ATV charge

Richard Garland McWhirter, 43, waived his 
preliminary exam before 34th District Court 
Judge David Parrott on March 14 and was bound 
over to circuit court. 

His personal recognizance bond of $5,000 was 
continued. 

He is due at the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice 
in Detroit on March 28 for an arraignment on 
the information. His court-appointed attorney is 
Regina Triplett. 

McWhirter is charged with unauthorized driving 
away of a motor vehicle on Belleville Lake on 
Jan. 7. He was arrested by Van Buren Township 
police after he crashed the ATV he was driving 
into the water when he got too close to a bubbler 
a homeowner had put in place to keep ice away 
from his dock. McWhirter reportedly crawled out 
of the water and was sheltered by a resident of 
North Shore Drive, where police arrested him. 

The ATV reportedly was taken from the ice 
carousel party on the ice at Johnny’s restaurant. 
At first, police thought it was a drunk driving 
incident, but he was not charged with that offense. 

Timothy William Camilli 

The charge of unauthorized driving away of a 
motor vehicle against Timothy William Camilli, 
37, was dismissed. The incident reportedly had 
occurred Nov. 10, 2017 in Van Buren Township. 

Michael Allen Jardine 

The court-appointed attorney for Michael Allen 
Jardine, 36, moved that the two assault charges 
against his client be dismissed, since he had a 
right to confront his accusers and they were not 
here for his preliminary exam. 

Judge Parrott said while he was not 
unsympathetic with his argument, the Crawford 
case cited applies to accusers at trial and this is 
just a preliminary exam. Judge Parrott denied the 
motion. 

The Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor moved 
to dismiss count one against Jardine -- felonious 
assault (assault with a dangerous weapon) -- and 
change the remaining misdemeanor charge of 
domestic violence to felony domestic violence, 
third offense. She said she was removing a felony 
and adding a felony. 

The crime was alleged to have occurred on Feb. 
13 in Sumpter Township. 

Jardine waived his preliminary exam on the 
amended charge. He is scheduled to be at the 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice at 9 a.m. March 21. 

His attorney, Ashraf Al-Awamleh, said his 
client was being held at the Wayne County Jail on 
$10,000/10% bond and he could be staying with 
his mother. He has a job at Salisbury Landscaping 
and there are no holds on him. 

Judge Parrott said he has a history and so he 
would not reduce the bond but would refer him to 
pretrial services for a bond review.
